Mere of Them N'epded in the We*t •nd 


SoOlh. 


In> this country iJO per crait. of th« 


earings banks and savings deposits are 
In t'he ^y Eng-tentl states and New 
York. Throughout the west nnd south, 
except in thft larger places, it is impos- 
sible for private enlerprise to furnish 
savings facilities sufficient to me*t the 
needs of the peopl*. By aju investiga- 
tion, made under the direction at the 
postmaster-general in. 1892 the distances 
of savings depositories from post offices 
(fchich are intended to be centrally lo- 
cated) were ascertained to average as 
follows: 
In the New England states, 


10 miles; in the middle' states. 25 miles 
in Wie southern, states, 33 miles; in tJic 
vwstern states, 26 miles, nnd in the 
Pacific states, 52 miks. This is a re- 
markable showing and clcflirly indi- 
cates tlic need of bringing some safe 
and convenient depository \\ithin reach 
of these people. 


The toial number of depositors in 


savings banks in the United States is 
r.ov; a little over 5,000,000, or about one 
Ln fourteen of the population. In Eng- 
land one person in seven is a depositor 
in. the postal savings bank, to say noth- 
ing of tbe depositor? in. private sav- 
ings banks, i\ho probably are^ as numer- 
ous in proportion to the population as 
in this country. The fact that the bulk 
of tlie savings deposits in tliis coun- 
try is in New England nnd Xcw York 
Ls accounted for b\ some on, tbs ground 
That the people there are more econom- 
ical and thrifty Uian in the other parts 
Of the country; but the advocates of 
postal saUngs banks assert that the 
people of the south and west would 


equally saving were they given like

Abbe Boullan, however, was not to b* 


caught so easily. He knew a deal aboir 
the blark art himself, and when he 
heard that Guaita intended to kill hirr 


1 in this way he determined to preven 


him. 
He was successful, and then hi 


went on his way, calmly pursuing his 
occult studies, until finally he dice 
peacefully in his bed, like any other re 
spootable, gentleman. Now, however- 
aiul this is the singular part of the 
story — it appears that the enchantmen 
which was designed to work his death 
has ruthlessly retraced its steps am 
killed its own author, Stanislas di 
Guaita himself. 


This being the nineteenth century 


Stanislas de Guaita, it is said, could 
not condescend to use such a clumsj 
artifice as a wa\'cri image, and, there- 
fore, he employed the more modern 
engine of destruction known as the 
"flying spirit." 


Abbe Boullan had an intuition of wha 


was coming, and, though he had the 
utmost confidence in his own ability to 
ward off any such attacks, he neverthe- 
less thought it well to consult a clair 
voyant.

robes, set up an altar in his room aud 
.spent day and night, in appealing for aid 
to .Mclchibedec and all other invisible 
ones, whose assistance might pro\o 
beneficial to him. The struggle lasted 
for months, and terrible it was. When 
it was o\ cr the abbe's health was shat- 
ten d, but he cared not, for he knew 
that he had prevailed in the fight. 


I'rom that day forth he bade defiance 


to Guaita and his poison. lie died in 
Lyons iii January, 1S93, of heart dis- 
ease. 


The abbe had escaped, but the abom- 


inable poison was not to be cheated in 
this way. The flying spirit; who bore. 
it had been commissioned to lodge it 


the vital part of a victim, and this 


command could r.ot be ignored. Since, 
then, the abbe had proved invulnerable, 
there w.is only one logical course for 
the mes-"ngcr of doath to pursue, nnd 
that was to lodge the poison in the body 
of i's master, -Stanislas de Guaita.

skmly, but when the abbe died n peace- 
ful. 
natural d-ath he had g.iod cause 


for frar. as he knew that sooner or later 
the flying spirit would surely come 
back and kill him. 
\ve are not told 


whether he made any efforts to save 
himself; indeed, the closing days of 
Us life seem to be shrouded in mystery.
